AT THE COURT AT SANDRINGIIAM, 


The 7th day of February, 1933. 


PRESENT, 


THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY 
IN COUNCIL. 


WueEREas there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from 
the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
dated the 23rd day of December, 1932 (N. 455/32), in the words 
following, viz. :— 


“Whereas by Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and 
Pensions Act, 1865, it is enacted, enter alia, that all pay, pensions 
or other allowances in the nature thereof payable in respect of services 
in Your Majesty’s Naval or Marine Force to a person being or having 
been an Officer, Seaman or Marine therein shall be paid in such 
manner and subject to such restrictions, conditions and provisions 
as are from time to time directed by Order in Council : 


‘“‘And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Orders in Council of the 17th day of May, 1920, the 20th day of 
June, 1922, the 13th day of October, 1922, the 6th and 14th days of 
December, 1922, the 26th day of May, 1925, the 1st day of February, 
1926, the 28th day of June, 1926, and the 2nd day of December, 1926, 
to approve of revised rates of substantive pay for the Petty Officers, 
Non-Commissioned Officers and men of Your Majesty’s Naval and 
Marine Forces : 


‘“And whereas by Your Order in Council of the 3rd day of 
November, 1927, Your Majesty sanctioned reduced rates of pay for 
men entering or re-entering (after a break in service) Your Majesty’s 
Naval and Marine Forces subsequent to the 4th day of October, 1925, 
subject to the modifications shown in the Schedule as regards men 
who re-entered before the 2nd November, 1925, and as regards non- 
continuous service Maltese Artisan ratings : 


“And whereas by Your Order in Council of the 20th day of 
November, 1928, Your Majesty sanctioned reduced rates of pay for 
Maltese non-continuous service Band ratings : 


“And whereas we consider that non-continuous service Stewards 
should, during the first two years of their service, be designated 
Assistant Steward instead of Steward, the titles laid down in Your 
Order in Council of the Ist day of October, 1931, being amended 
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accordingly ; and that non-continuous service Officers’ Cooks, 3rd 
Class, under two years’ service, should be designated Officers’ Cook, 
4th Class : 


““And whereas Your Majesty was further graciously pleased by 
Your Orders in Council bearing dates the 7th February, 1921, the 
6th February, 1922, and the 12th February, 1923, to sanction, enter 
alra, certain scales of pensions (referred to hereinafter as the old 
(pre-1930) scale of pensions) to Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned 
Officers and men of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces : 


‘“‘ And whereas by Your Order in Council of the 15th day of May, 
1930, Your Majesty sanctioned certain revised scales of pensions for 
men and boys finally entered or re-entered (after a break in service) 
in Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces after the 31st March, 
1930 : 


** And whereas in consequence of the urgent need for economy in 
public expenditure it was in the opinion of Your Majesty’s Govern- 
ment essential that a substantial reduction in the cost of the pay of 
officers and men of Your Majesty’s Fighting Forces should be effected 
as from the first day of October, 1931 : 


‘‘ And whereas in effecting the said reduction of cost the following 
principles were observed as regards the pay and pensions of men of 
the Fighting Services, namely— 


(a) that the revised rates of pay introduced for new entrants 
into the Fighting Services after certain prescribed dates in 
1925 should be applied as from the first day of October 
1931 to all men then serving in the Fighting Forces, subject 
to the proviso that the pay of no man should be reduced 
by more than 10 per cent. during the currency of his then 
existing engagement for service, and 


(b) that the revised scales of pension introduced for men of the 
Fighting Services in 1930 should, subject to certain reserva- 
tions, be applied to all men who on the 30th day of Sep- 
tember 1931 were not already serving in the final term of 
engagement which would qualify them for a pension on 
discharge. 

‘We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction the 


rates of pay and general provisions in the accompanying Schedules, 
the alterations therein to come into force from the dates specified. 


‘‘The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals.”

“* GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
** Re-engagements and Pensions. 


“1. Continuous Service ratings who, on or before the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1931, re-engaged to complete time for pensions, Royal Marines 
who, on or before the 30th September, 1931, re-engaged for a second 
period, and Non-Continuous Service ratings who, on the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1931, were serving under engagements which enable them 
to complete 22 years’ pensionable service, will retain the rates of 
pay laid down in Schedule I during the currency of such re-engagement 
or engagement. 


“2. Similar ratings of the Royal Navy or ranks of the Royal 
Marines who, on or before the 30th September, 1931, had, under 
existing regulations, completed the necessary service to qualify for

re-engagement to complete time for pension, or, in the case of Royal 
Marines, for re-engagement for a second period, and who so re-engaged 
before the lst January, 1932, will be paid at the rates laid down in 
Schedule I during the currency of such re-engagement. 


“3. All ranks of the Royal Marines in receipt of pay under the 
scales laid down in Schedule I who had completed, on or before the 
30th September, 1931, 10 years’ pensionable service and who, not 
Jater than the 30th June, 1932, declared in writing their intention of 
re-engaging for a second period so soon as such re-engagement is 
open to them, will continue to receive pay under those scales during 
the period for which they ultimately re-engage. 


“4. All men will on re-engagement other than as aforesaid be 
paid at the rates of pay laid down in Order in Council of the 3rd 
November, 1927, as from the date at which their existing engagements 
normally expire. 


‘5. Pensioners, including members of the Royal Fleet Reserve, 
Class A. when called up on mobilisation shall be paid at the rates 
laid down in Order in Council of the 3rd November, 1927. 


‘Men belonging to the Royal Fleet Reserve, Class B, R.N.R., 
and R.N.V.R., on the 30th September, 1931, shall, if thev were

DOCKYARD PORT. 


ORDER IN COUNCIL AS TO THE DOCKYARD PorT OF PORTLAND. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 24th day of July, 1933. 


PRESENT, 


The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865,(®) it is 
enacted that 1t shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations in 
relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes in the 
said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes as from 
time to. time séem necessary with a view to the proper protection 
of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or property, or to the require- 
ments of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation

‘3. All ranks of the Royal Marines in receipt of pay on the 1931 
scale who had completed, on or before the 30th September, 1931, 10

Service 
for the purpose of gratuities to mean full pay service only as Short 
Service and Permanent Officer except that for officers of over five 
years’ service Civil Hospital time will count in addition. 


“10 Voluntary Retirement.— 


(i) All officers, age 40 and over provided that they have 
a minimum of 20 years’ qualifying service :— 


Retired pay on the age and Service scale laid down 

‘in Schedule V, Section IX, Part A IV, of Order in 

Council of the 22nd January, 1920, subject to deduc- 

tions of £5 (Standard rate) a year for each year or 
part of a year of service short of a total of 25 years, 
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(ii) All officers, under 40 years of age, or over that age with 
less than 20 years’ qualifying service :— 


Over 10 and under 15 years’ service Gratuity of 
£500. 


Over 15 and under 18 years’ service Gratuity of 
£1,800. 


Over 18 years’ service Gratuity of £2,700. 


“11. Retirement for Non-Service.— 


(1)—(a) All officers, age 40 and over, qualified for the scale 
referred to in Clause 10 (i) above—to receive retired pay 
on that scale, subject to deductions mentioned at (c) 
below. 

(6) Surgeon-Captains and Surgeon-Commanders under 
age of 40 or over that age and not qualified for the scale 
referred to in Clause 10 (i) above—to receive retired pay 
equivalent to the half pay of their rank, subject to de- 
ductions mentioned at (c) below. 

(c) Retired pay granted under (a) and (b) above to be 
subject to deductions of £5 (Standard Rate) a year for 
each year or part of a year of service short of a total of 
25 years, subject to a maximum total deduction of £60 
(standard rate) a year. 


(u) Surgeon-Lieutenant-Commanders under age 40 or over that 
age and not qualified for the scale referred to in Clause 
10 (i) above—-£60 a year plus £12 10s.—for each com- 

_ plete year of service in that rank (standard rate). 


(iii) Surgeon-Lieutenants :— 


Over five years’ service from date of entry £50 a year 
plus £7 10s. a year for the sixth complete year of ser- 
vice in that rank and £12 10s. a year for each complete 
year of service in that rank in excess of six years 
(standard rate). 


12 Invaliding for non-attributable disabilities.— 


(i)—(a) All officers, age 40 or over, qualified for the scale r- 
ferred to in Clause 10 (i) above, and 
(65) Surgeon-Captains and Surgeon-Commanders under 
the age of 40 or over that age and not qualified for the 
scale referred to in Clause 10 (i) above. Retired pay to 
be as laid down in Clause 11 (i) of this Schedule. 


(11) Surgeon Licutenant-Commanders under the age of 40, oF 
over that age and not qualified for the scale referred to 
in Clause 10 (i) above £120 a year plus £10 for each com- 
plete year’s service in that rank (standard rate). 


(ut) Surgeon-Lieutenants.— 


Over 5 years’ service from date of entry—£100 a year, 
plus £10 a year for each complete year of service in that 
rank in excess of five years (standard rate). 


Between 3 and 5 years—Gratuity of £1,000, less £25 
for each month or part of a month short of 5 years’ 
service. 


3 years and under—Gratuity of £400, less £12 for 
each month or part of a month short of 3 years’ service. 


“13. Desability Retired Pay.—The scales for additional retired 
pay laid down in Schedule I of the Order in Council of the 11th 
October, 1923, to apply to all officers except Surgeon-Lieutenants 
of under 5 years’ service. These officers to receive disability retired 
pay under Schedule II of the foregoing Order in Council and on 
cessation of the disability may be granted a gratuity as provided in 
Clause 12 (iii) of this Schedule at Admiralty discretion. 


“14. Returement for Special Reasons.—A Surgeon Lieutenant- 
Commander who is retired on account of failure to pass the examina- 
tion for promotion to the rank of Surgeon-Commander to receive 
such gratuity as the Admiralty may see fit to grant him up to a 
maximum of £500, but not exceeding £100 for each complete year’s 
service in the rank of Surgeon Lieutenant-Commander. 


“ Officers retired under Order in Council of the 21st April, 1922, 
may be granted retired pay, if of over 5 years’ service as if retired 
for non-service on the scale laid down in Clause 11 of this Schedule 
or may, at the discretion of the Admiralty, if of 5 years’ service or 
less be granted gratuities not exceeding those provided for in 
Clause 12 (iii) of this Schedule. 


“ Officers retired under Order in Council of the 12th October, 
1925, to be granted such rates of retired pay or gratuity as the 
Admiralty at their discretion may see fit to award.

“* A.—SHort SERVICE OFFICERS. 


“15. A Short Service Officer entered before lst May, 1934, who 
signifies his desire to accept the revised conditions of service pre- 
xnbed in Part I of this Schedule may be permitted to do so, if the 
Admiralty approve, subject to the proviso that the gratuity of 
£1,000 payable after 5 years’ full pay service exclusive of Civil 
Hospital time under Clauses 2 and 5 of Part I of this Schedule will 
not be payable earlier than the lst May, 1936. A Short-Service 
Officer who has been permitted to accept the revised conditions and 
Who before the completion of five years’ full pay service exclusive of 
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Civil Hospital time, or Ist May, 1936 (if later), is invalided out of 
the Service for a cause beyond his own control to be eligible for a 
gratuity calculated in the manner laid down in Part I, Clause 12 (ui), 
of this Schedule.

“‘ A Short-Service Officer entered before Ist May, 1934, who does 
not volunteer, or is not permitted to accept the revised conditions of 
service prescribed in Part I, is nevertheless after three years’ service 
to recelve the rate of pay shown for Surgeon-Lieutenants (new en- 
trants), after 3 years in Clause 6, Part I, of this Schedule, allowance 
being made for Civil Hospital time, if any, under Clause 3. 


** B.—PERMANENT OFFICERS. 


“16. An officer on the permanent list having four or more years’ 
full pay service excluding Civil Hospital time on lst May, 1934, 
not to be eligible for the gratuity referred to in Part I, Clause 5, of 
this Schedule, but on reaching 12 years’ seniority as. Surgeon- 
Commander to be eligible for full pay at the rate of £3 4s. a day 
(standard rate). 


“17. An officer on the permanent list having four or more years’ 
full pay service excluding Civil Hospital time on the lst May, 1934, 
to remain eligible for retired pay and gratuities as laid down in 
existing regulations, except that the following scale of retiring 
gratuities is substituted for that laid down in existing regulations 
for officers withdrawing voluntarily after completion of eight years’ 
service or more :— 


After completion of 5 years’ full pay service or on 


Ist May, 1936, whichever be the later date .. £1,000 
After 10 years’ full pay service... 8 .. £1,500 
After 15 years’ full pay service... a .. £2,800 


“ Civil hospital time which has been allowed to count for purposes 
of seniority will reckon towards the period of four years’ service 
on the permanent list required to qualify for the withdrawal 
gratuity of £500 which may be granted under existing regulations, 
but will not count for purposes of the gratuity of £1,000 payable 
after five years’ full pay service. Such time will count towards the 
qualifying periods of ten and fifteen years’ full pay service for the 
gratuities of £1,500 and £2,800 respectively, for officers who 
entered the Service on or after the Ist July, 1926, but will not 
count for officers entered before that date. 


“18, The age of compulsory retirement of Surgeon-Commanders 
to be increased to 55 as from Ist May, 1934. The Admiralty to have 
discretionary power to apply this regulation to Surgeon-Commanders 
who reached the age of 50 prior to Ist May, 1934, 
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“The age of compulsory retirement of Surgeon-Captains to be 
increased as follows :— 


In 1934 “ ies - ae 55 yrs. 6 mths. 
On and after Ist January, 1935 .. 56 yrs. 
On and after Ist January, 1936 .. 56 yrs. 6 mths. 
On and after Ist January, 1937 .. 57 yrs. 


19. An officer on the permanent list having less than four years’ 
full pay service excluding Civil Hospital time on Ist May, 1934, 
may volunteer to accept the revised conditions of service prescribed 
in Part I of this Schedule subject to the same modifications laid 
down in Clause 15, Part II, of this Schedule as apply to a Short 
Service Officer entered before Ist May, 1934. If he does not 
volunteer to accept the revised conditions, he will receive the rates 
of pay shown for Surgeon-Lieutenants (new entrants) in Clause 6, 
Part I, and will otherwise be subject to the conditions laid down in 
Clauses 16 to 18, Part II, applicable to officers on the permanent 
list having four or more years’ service on Ist May, 1934. 


“Part JII.—GeENERAL (APPLICABLE TO OFFICERS AT PRESENT 
SERVING AND TO FuTURE ENTRANTS). 


“20. In this Schedule the term ‘Standard Rate’ or ‘ Standard 
Scale’ shall have the same meaning as in Order in Council of the 
16th December, 1925, and shall include any rate or scale described 
as a ‘Standard Rate’ or ‘Standard Scale’ in any subsequent or 
contemporary Order in Council and the term ‘Current Rate’ shall 
denote the corresponding rate of full pay, unemployed pay, half 
pay, allowance or gratuity applicable with effect from the Ist 
October, 1931, as laid down in Order in Council of 17th March, 
1932. 


“21. Establishment of Surgeon-Captains.—The establishment to 
be increased gradually at Admiralty discretion from 20 to 33. 


‘22. Charge Pay. The rates for Surgeon Rear-Admiral and 
Surgeon-Commanders to remain as laid down in the Schedule to 
Order in Council of the 25th July, 1927, but Surgeon-Captains to 
be eligible for charge pay at the rates of 10s. or 5s. a day, at 
Admiralty discretion according to the nature of their appointments. 


“23. Specialist Allowances.—Surgeon-Captains to be eligible for 
Specialist Allowances as well as officers below that rank, including 
Surgeon-Lieutenants, and the allowance to be at the rate of 5s. a 
day for all officers. The number of Specialist Allowances to be 
increased at Admiralty discretion to a maximum of 83. 
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“94. Medical Officers, R.N.V.R.—The scale of full pay laid 
down in Part I, Clause 6, of this Schedule to be applicable to 
Medical Officers, R.N.V.R.”’ 


His Masesty, having taken the said Memorial into consideration, 
was pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to approve 
of what is therein proposed. 


AND the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty are to give the necessary directions herein accordingly.

WHEREAS there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from 
the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
dated the 26th day of June, 1934 (C.W. 3704/34), in the words 
following, viz. :— 

“* Whereas by section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions 
Act, 1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pay, pensions, or other 
allowances in the nature thereof, payable in respect of services in 
Your Majesty’s Naval or Marine Force to a person being, or having 
been, an Officer, Seaman, or Marine therein, shall be paid in such 
manner, and subject to such restrictions, conditions and provisions 
as are from time to time directed by Order in Council : 


‘‘ And whereas by section 3 of the Officers of Royal Naval Reserve 
Act, 1863, it is enacted, inter alia, that Officers of the Reserve shall 
be entitled to receive such pay and allowances as we, with the consent 
of Your Majesty in Council, may from time to time appoint : 


‘“‘ And whereas by the Naval Forces Act, 1903, it is enacted that 
the Admiralty shall have power to raise and maintain a Force to 
be called the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve and that any Volunteer 
enrolling under this Act, when serving for training afloat or called 
out for actual service shall be deemed to be serving in Your Majesty’s 
Naval or Marine Force within the meaning of the Naval and Marine 
Pay and Pensions Act, 1865 : 


‘And whereas by Clause 9 of Section X of Schedule V to Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 22nd day of January, 1920, and 
by certain subsequent Orders Your Majesty was graciously pleased 
to direct that the rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half pay, retired 
pay, and gratuities authorised therein for Officers of Your Majesty’s 

aval, Marine, Naval Reserve and Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces 
should be subject to revision periodically : 


“And whereas in consequence of the urgent need for economy in 
public expenditure Your Majesty was pleased by Your Order in 
Council bearing date the 17th day of March, 1932, to sanction revised 
rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half pay and certain allowances 
for Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval, Marine, Naval Reserve and 
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Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces as well as revised rules for computing 
the retired pay of Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces 
and revised rates of gratuities for certain of them, such revised rates 
and rules having effect as from the lst day of October, 1931: 


‘“ And whereas improved financial conditions render it possible in 
the opinion of Your Majesty’s Government to effect an increase in 
the said revised rates : 


‘We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
substitution as from the lst day of July, 1934, of the scales of full 
pay, unemployed pay, half pay and certain allowances; rules for 
computing retired pay; and gratuities on discharge or retirement. 
as set forth in the Schedule annexed hereto, for the corresponding 
scales, rules and gratuities in the Schedule to Your Majesty’s Order 
in Council bearing date the 17th day of March, 1932; and otherwise 
sanction the provisions of the Schedule annexed hereto : 


‘‘ Provided that nothing in this Order shall be taken to modify 
in any way the regulations or conditions governing the payment of 
any emolument mentioned therein, but only the amount thereof. 


‘The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals.

“1, All active service ratings and Royal Marines who on Ist 
October, 1931, suffered a reduction in pay in consequence of the 
provisions of the Order in Council of the 7th February, 1933, and who 
on the 30th June, 1934, would otherwise be entitled to pay on the 
scale m force immediately before the operation of that Order (here- 
inafter called the 1919 scale) will as from the Ist July, 1934, be paid 
at the scale of pay shown in the first Schedule hereto. 
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‘“*2. Such men will not after the 30th June, 1934, be required to 
accept the scales of pay laid down by the Orders in Council of the 
3rd November, 1927, the lst February, 1926, and the 20th November, 
1928 (hereinafter called the 1925 scale) on re-engagement, provided 
there is no break in service, and the ‘ mark time’ basis of payment 
provided in the Order in Council of the 21st December, 1933, will 
lapse as from the Ist July, 1934. 


‘“*3. Men who have been, or may hereafter be, re-entered after a 
break in service on the 1925 scale of pay will continue to be paid on 
that scale. 


“4. Ratings re-engaged for a further period of continuous service 
after completing time for pension, and Royal Marines extending their 
service without formal re-engagement will, provided they were on 
the 30th September, 1931, eligible for pay on the 1919 scale, receive 
the rates of pay shown in the first Schedule hereto as from the Ist July, 
1934, but will draw no pension.

ORDER IN COUNCIL AS TO THE DOCKYARD Port OF ROSyYTH. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 21st day of February, 1935. 
PRESENT, 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865,(@) it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
tine to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dockyard 
Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations in 
relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes in the 
said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes as 
from time to time seem necessary, with a view to the proper pro- 
tection of His Majesty's vessels, dockyards or property, or to the 
requirements of His Majesty's Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
toany Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, 
from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint recommenda- 
tion of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to make rules con- 
cerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, and the steps 
for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty's vessels, and 
other vessels, navigating the waters of the Port and of the 
approaches thereto : 

And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Orders in Council dated the 14th day of 
February, 1921,() and the 5th dav of March, 1931,(¢) with refer- 
ence to the Dockyard Port of Rosyth :

Regulation 461. Clause 2. 


If a Court-Martial should be ordered to inquire into the loss, stranding or 
hazarding of a ship or to try a charge arising therefrom, the following procedure 


is to be observed :— 


(a) The Captain is to produce 
(i) the Ship’s log book and deck log book ; 
(ii) the rough and fair engine-room registers ; 
(iii) the chart or charts and sailing directions by which the ship was 
navigated ; 
(iv) the last table of compass deviations ; 
(v) the navigational data book and the gyro compass log ; 
(vi) the Captain’s night order book; and 
(vii) the Navigating Officer’s note book and work book. 


(b) The Court is to ascertain whether the proper chart, sailing directions 
and all hydrographical notices bearing on the case had been supplied, 
and, if so, whether they had been used ; whether the position of the 
ship had been fixed as often as necessary in the existing circumstances ; 
if not, when it was last ascertained so correctly as to be reliable; 
whether the courses steered by gyro compass, if one is fitted, and by 
standard compass, together with the distance run on each course, were 
noted in the log book from the time when the position of the ship was 
last correctly ascertained to the time of the occurrence ; and whether 
the regulations contained in Article 1164 with regard to sounding 
were carefully ebserved. The Court shall also examine the Naviga- 
ting Officer’s note book, the navigational data book and the gyro 
compass log to ascertain the degree of reliance that can be placed on 
the gyro compass, if one is fitted, and on the standard compass.

WHEREAS there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from 
the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
dated the 30th day of ae 1935, (P.M. 2342/34), in the words 
following, viz. :— 


‘“ Whereas by section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pen- 
sions Act, 1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pay, pensions or other 
allowances in the nature thereof payable in respect of services in 
Your Majesty’s Naval or Marine Force to a person being or having 
been an Officer, Seaman or Marine therein shall be paid in such manner 
and subject to such restrictions conditions and provisions as are from 


time to time directed by Order in Council : 


‘‘ And whereas by Clause 9 of Section X of Schedule V to Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 22nd day of January, 1920, and 
by certain subsequent Orders Your Majesty was pleased to direct, 
wer alia, that the rates of retired pay and gratuities authorised 
therein for Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces should 
be subject to revision periodically according to the cost of living: 


‘‘And whereas in consequence of a decision by Your Majesty’s 
Government that the remuneration of public servants should cease 
to be subject to such periodical revision Your Majesty was graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council bearing date the 9th day of November, 
1934, to direct that the full pay, unemployed pay, half pay and certain 
salaries and allowances payable to Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval 
and Marine Forces should be consolidated as from the Ist day of 
September, 1934, at rates approximately 9} per cent. below standard 
rates subject, however, to the proviso that the consolidated rates 
then approved should not be issued until the state of the national 
finances might permit : 


* “ And whereas we are of opinion that the rates of retired pay 
and gratuities on discharge or retirement for the said Officers should 
be consolidated at rates approximately 9} per cent. below standard 
rates as from the same date and subject to the same condition: 


‘* And whereas Your Majesty’s Government have judged it to be 
expedient that the date from which the aforesaid consolidated rates 
of retired pay and gratuities on discharge or retirement shall be issued 
in full shall be the Ist day of July, 1935. 
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‘We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Coyncil to direct that as from 
the Ist day of July, 1935, the retired pay and gratuities on discharge 
or retirement for the said Officers shall be issued at the consolidated 
rates in the Schedule annexed hereto and otherwise to sanction the 
provisions of the said Schedule. 


“ Provided that nothing in this Order shall be taken to modify 
in any way the regulations or conditions governing the payment of or 
the reckoning of service for any emolument mentioned therein but 
only the rate or amount of such emolument : 


“The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals. 


“ SCHEDULE. 


‘* SecTion 1.—GENERAL. 
‘* A.— DEFINITIVE CLAUSES. 


“1. Subject to the exceptions stated in paragraph 2 below, the 
provisions of Sub-section B of this Section shall apply to all rates 
of retired pay of Officers of the Royal Navy and Royal Marines 
authorised by the Order in Council of the 22nd January, 1920, and 
subsequent Orders. 


‘2. The provisions of this Schedule shall not apply to :— 


(a) Retired pay reckoned at rates which were established prior 
to Order in Council of the 22nd January, 1920. 


(b) Retired pay granted to certain Officers retired under the 
provisions of the Special Retirement Schemes sanctioned 
by the Orders in Council of the 14th July, 1922, and the 
16th January, 1924, i.e. those whose retired pay was 
therein specifically exempted from subsequent review.

Admiralty Instructions, 1913. 
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“3. The term ‘ standard rate ’ or ‘ standard scale’ shall have the 
same meaning as in the Order in Council of the 16th December, 1925, 
and shall include any rate or scale described as a ‘standard rate’ 
or ‘ standard scale ’ in any subsequent Order in Council. 


‘* B.—Bases or CONSOLIDATION. 


“1. Retired pay reckoned at the Officer’s half pay rate :— 


(1) The consolidated rates of half pay laid down in the Order in 
Council of the 9th November, 1934, shall apply. 


(u) For Medical Officers whose retired pay at the half pay rate 
is subject to deductions in respect of their service falling 
short of 25 years, such deductions shall be at the rate of 
£4 10s. a year for each year or part of a year by which 
service may fall short of 25 years subject to a maximum 
total deduction of £54 a year. 


“2. Retired pay reckoned at other than half pay rate (except 
as provided in paragraph 3 below) :— 


(a) (i) For Officers who retired prior to the 1st September, 1934,

ORDER IN COUNCIL AS TO THE DockyAaRD Port oF PORTSMOUTH. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 13th day of 
August, 1935.

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865,(@) it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from time 
to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dockyard 
Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations in relation 
to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes in the said Act 
particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes as from time to 
time seem necessary, with a view to the proper protection of His 
Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or property, or to the requirements 
of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council 
from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint recommendation

Nations : 


“The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals. 


‘* SCHEDULE. 


“ I.—Consent to be obtained before accepting certain civil employment or 
employment under any Dominion, Colonial or Foreign Govern- 
ment or the League of Natwons. 


1. An Officer of the Royal Navy or Royal Marines, whether on the 
Active or Retired List, or who has commuted his retired pay, or retired 
with a gratuity, shall obtain the consent of the Admiralty before 
accepting :— 

(a) Any employment of profit under any Government Depart- 
ment ; 

(6) Any employment under the Government of any British 
Dominion, Colony, or Possession ; 
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(c) Any employment under the Government of any Foreign 
Power or under the League of Nations ; 


and the continuance of Admiralty consent shall be a condition of the 
holding of such employment. 


2. If any officer fail to obtain such consent, or continue to hold 
such employment after the consent is withdrawn, he shall be liable to 
have his non-effective pay suspended or reduced either permanently or 
temporanly as the Admiralty shall see fit ; or if he has commuted any 
retired pay, or retired with a gratuity, shall be liable to repay to the 
Admiralty the amount of commutation money or gratuity, or such 
portion as the Admiralty shall see fit. 


“ I1.—Employment of profit under a Government Department. 


3. The half pay of an officer on the Active List of the Royal Navy 
or Royal Marines who is permitted under Rule 1 to accept employment 
of profit under a Government Department shall be lable to suspension 
or reduction at the discretion of the Admiralty. 


“T1—Employment under the Government of a British Dominion, 


Colony or Possession. 


4. An officer on the Active List of the Royal Navy or Royal Marines 
who is employed under the Government of a British Dominion, Colony 
or Possession shall not be eligible to draw full unemployed or half pay 
from Imperial Funds whilst so employed. 


5. An officer on the Retired List of the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines employed under the Government of a British Dominion, 
Colony or Possession shall be eligible to draw retired pay from Imperial 
Funds except when called into service in case of war or emergency, oF 
(except as regards civil employment) in such other circumstances as 
the Admiralty shall see fit. 


“TV.—Employment under the Government of a Foreign Power or th 
League of Nations. 

6. The full or half pay of an Officer on the Active List of the Royal 
Navy or Royal Marines who is employed under the Government of 8 
Foreign Power or the League of Nations shall be liable to suspension, 
in whole or part, at the discretion of the Admiralty. 


“V.—Counting of Time. 


7. Where an Officer on the Active List of the Royal Navy or Royal 
Marines is employed as laid down in Rule 1, and it appears to the 
Admiralty that such employment is of a nature to afford him practical 
experience likely to be of value in the event of his return to Naval 
Service, he shall, at Admiralty discretion, be permitted to count such 
time for purposes of pay, promotion and retiring emoluments. 


“VI.—Operative date. 
These regulations shall have effect from the 8th June, 1937.

These regulations are supplementary to the aforementioned Rules 
laid down by the Treasury, dated 7th June, 1937, under Section 15 (1) 
of the Superannuation Act, 1935.”

(1) These Regulations shall apply to a Master, Chief Officer, 
Second Officer, Chief Engineer, Second Engineer and Third Engineer, 
holding a Board of Trade Certificate, serving in a Royal Fleet Auxiliary 
and engaged upon a Board of Trade Agreement. 


(2) The retiring allowances shall be awarded on the following 
scale according to the substantive rank last held, and the total number 
of complete years of reckonable service at date of retirement, subject 
to a maximum of 35 years,

“ Provided that immediately preceding the date of retirement the 
officers shall have served for three complete years in the rank from 
which he retires. If he has not so served the amount of the retiring 
allowance shall be calculated as follows :— 


To the retiring allowance appropriate to his previous rank and his 
total reckonable service, there shall be added in respect of 
each completed reckonable year of service in his retiring 
rank during the last three years of service one third of the 
difference between the former allowance and the allowance 
appropriate to his retiring rank and his total reckonable 
service. Should the retiring rank be lower than the previous 
rank, a corresponding adjustment shall be made. 


‘*(3) An officer who has completed 10 years’ reckonable service on 
retirement shall be eligible for a retiring allowance on the scale shown 


in clause (2) :— 
(a) if he has attained the age of sixty, or 
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(6) if, not having attained the age of sixty there is medical evidence 
to show that he is incapable of discharging his duties owing 
to some infirmity of mind or body and that such infirmity 
is likely to be permanent, or 


(c) if having attained the age of forty but not having attained the 
age of sixty, he is discharged owing to a reduction of per- 
sonnel, which so far as can be seen, will be permanent, or 
for the purpose of facilitating improvements in the organisa- 
tion of the Royal Fleet Auxiliary service by which greater 
efficiency and/or economy of a permanent nature can be 
effected. 


‘* (4) In the event of an officer who has ten years or more reckon- 
able service and has attained the age of forty being discharged owing to 
his inability to perform his duties efficiently without his own default, 
the Admiralty may, if the special circumstances of the case justify the 
grant, award a retiring allowance, but in no cases shall it exceed the 
amount appropriate to his length of reckonable service under the 
scale in Clause (2) above. 


‘*(5) An officer who has not completed ten years’ reckonable 
service on retirement but otherwise fulfils the conditions contained 
in clause (3) may, on retirement be awarded a gratuity. If retirement 
takes place before 27th June, 1940, the gratuity shall not exceed, for 
each completed reckonable year of service, one twelfth of the annual 
emoluments of the rank from which he retires provided that imme- 
diately preceding the date of retirement he shall have served for three 
complete years of reckonable service in that rank without change in 
classification for pay. If such a change has occurred within the last 
three years of reckonable service, the amount of the gratuity shall be 
determined by averaging the amoluments received by him during the 
last three years of reckonable service. If retirement takes place on 
or after 27th June, 1940, the gratuity shall not exceed, for each com- 
pleted year of reckonable service, one twelfth of the annual average of 
his emoluments, calculated over the last three years of reckonable 
service prior to the date of retirement, or if he has not completed three 
years of reckonable service then calculated over the actual period of 
reckonable service. 


Note.—No gratuity shall be payable for less than one year’s 
reckonable service. 


** (6) An officer who was serving in any of the ranks specified in 
Clause (1) on the Ist July, 1929, shall be allowed to reckon his service 
in full as from the lst July, 1927, and one half of any time served as an 
officer prior to the last mentioned date, provided that where an officer 
was promoted to a rank entitling him to a retiring allowance at a date 
subsequent to the Ist July, 1927, he shall be allowed to reckon his 
service in full only from the date ‘of such promotion, and one half of 
any time served as an officer prior to that date. An officer appointed 
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to one of the ranks specified in Clause (1) after 1st July, 1929, shall be 
allowed to reckon one half of any previous service rendered by him n 
the junior officer ranks. 


Provided always that :— 


(i) No service shall be reckoned previous to a break in service of 
one complete year (i.e., a period of one year during which 
there has been no reckonable service whatever). 


(ii) No service shall be reckoned previous to the date since which 
the breaks in service amount to seven years. 


(iii) Discharge at own request or on account of misconduct shall 
entail the forfeiture of all previous service. 


(iv) In the absence of explanation acceptable to the Admiralty, 
refusal to accept an appointment shall entail the forfeiture 
of all previous service. | 


(v) Service prior to the age of 18 years shall not reckon for the 
purpose of an award under these Regulations. 


‘(7) Subject to the proviso in Clause (6), periods on the Hurt List 
during which Hurt Pay is issued and periods of paid leave and paid sick 
leave shall be regarded as reckonable service, and shall not be deemed 
breaks in the service. 


(8) Subject to the proviso in Clause (6), service other than 
service in Royal Fleet Auxiliaries, may at the discretion of the Admir- 
alty, and with the concurrence of the Lords Commissioners of H.M. 
Treasury, be allowed to reckon for the purposes of retiring allowances 
under these Regulations. 


(9) No service, other than such as may be admitted under 
Clauses (6), (7) and (8) shall be allowed to reckon. 


(10) Except as provided in Clauses (7) and (8) periods during 
which an officer is not under Board of Trade agreement shall be 
regarded as breaks in service (Clause (9)), and shall not be regarded as 
reckonable service. 


‘“(11) In the event of an officer retired before attainment of the 
age of sixty years being called upon to re-enter the Royal Fleet 
Auxiliary service, and refusing to re-enter without furnishing aD 
explanation acceptable to the Admiralty, he shall be liable to forfeit 
his right to any retiring allowance previously awarded. If having 
re-entered he neglects to execute his duties satisfactorily or is dis- 
charged for misconduct, he may be dealt with under Clauses (9) or 
(18). During such further service payment of the retiring allowance 
shall be suspended, but the service may be reckoned for increase of 
retiring allowance on final retirement, subject to the foregoing 
conditions, 
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‘* (12) In the event of an Officer in receipt of a retiring allowance 
being employed in any office of profit under the Crown (including 
Royal Fleet Auxiliary service) otherwise than as provided for in Clause 
(11) his retiring allowance may be reduced or suspended during such 
employment but no more of his retiring allowance will be paid than 
will bring the total of his emoluments in his new office and retiring 
allowance up to the emoluments of which he was in receipt at the date 
of retirement from the office for which he was awarded the retiring 
allowance. Where an officer has been permitted to surrender part of 
his retiring allowance under Clause (16), the emoluments of the office 
from which he retired shall be treated as reduced by the amount of 
retiring allowance surrendered by him. 


(13) Subject to the provisions of Clause (15), in the event of 
an officer with ten years or more reckonable service dying while still 
employed in the Royal Fleet Auxiliary service, or in any service 
reckonable under Clauses (7) and (8), his legal personal representatives 
may be awarded a gratuity. If the service in respect of which the 
gratuity may be awarded commenced before 27th June, 1935, the 
gratuity shall not exceed the amount of one year’s emoluments of the 
deceased calculated at the rate applicable to his last day of service in 
his rank, provided that immediately preceding his death the deceased 
had served for three complete years of reckonable service in that rank 
without change in classification for pay. If such a change has occurred 
within the last three years of reckonable service, or if the service in 
Tespect of which the gratuity may be awarded commenced on or after 
27th June, 1935, the gratuity shall not exceed the amount of the 
annual average of the emoluments of the deceased during the last 
three years of reckonable service. 


(14) If, during a break in his employment which has not exceeded 
one year, an officer who is not at the time in other employment, be- 
comes permanently incapacitated he shall be eligible for the award of a 
retiring allowance or a gratuity as appropriate according to his 
teckonable service, or, in the event of his death, his legal personal 
Tepresentatives shall be eligible for a gratuity under Clause (13). 


(15) In the event of the death of an officer who has been granted 
a retiring allowance, if the sums actually paid or payable to him up to 
the time of his death on account of such allowance are less than the 
amount of the gratuity that would have been payable under Clause 
(13) had he died on the date of retirement, his legal personal repre- 
sentatives may be awarded a gratuity equal to the deficiency. 


Provided that :— 


(i) Where an officer who has been granted a retiring allowance 
and is re-employed in service reckonable for increase of 
retiring allowance dies during or after such re-employment, 
the deficiency shall be calculated by deducting the amount 
of retiring allowance paid or payable up to the time of his 
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death from a gratuity calculated, in accordance with the 
provisions of Clause (13), upon either 


(a) the emoluments payable to him at the date of his original 
retirement, or 


(b) the emoluments payable to him at the date of his final 
retirement, 


whichever of the two is greater. 


(ii) Where an officer has been permitted to surrender part of his 
retiring allowance under Clause (16) the amount of retiring 
allowance paid or payable up to the time of his death shall 
be deemed to be the amount that would have been paid or 
payable to the officer if he had not surrendered part of his 
retiring allowance. 


‘©(16) An officer who is eligible for a retiring allowance on attaining 
the age of sixty may be permitted to surrender part of his retiring 
allowance for the benefit of his wife or a dependant as provided for 
Civil Servants under the Superannuation Act, 1935, subject to the rules 
made by the Treasury under that Act in force at the date of his 
retirement. 


‘‘This Clause shall not apply to any officer who retires within a 
period of six calendar months from the date of this Order in Council. 


(17) Notwithstanding anything contained in these Regulations, 
if any officer of any rank in the Royal Fleet Auxiliary service not 
being a ‘ workman ’ as defined in the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1925, is injured in the actual discharge of his duty without his own 
default, and by some injury, specifically attributable to the nature 
of his duty, the Admiralty may grant to him, or if he dies, to his 
widow, his mother if wholly dependent upon him at the time of his 
death, and to his children, or to any of them, such gratuity or annual 
allowance as, after consultation with the Lords Commissioners of 
H.M. Treasury, may appear reasonable, but not exceeding the amount 
of the gratuity or annual allowance awardable in similar circumstances 
to a Civil Servant under any Warrant framed under the Superannua- 
tion Acts, 1887 to 1935, and for the time being in force. 


“(18) The Admiralty may at their discretion award allowances or 
gratuities at rates less than those provided in these Regulations, and 
may reduce, suspend or withhold any allowance already awarded 
under these Regulations. 


(19) The term ‘ emoluments’ shall include pay and such allow- 
ances as the Admiralty may from time to time determine to be 
reckonable for the purpose of these Regulations. 


(20) In the event of any question arising on the interpretation 
or administration of these Regulations, the decision of the Admiralty 
thereon shall be final.”’
